Know Your

Traffic Laws

Prepared in cooperation with the Traffic Education Bureau
of the Torrance Police Department

There continues To be many
calls received at the Torrance
Police Department regarding
intersections that are equipped
with pedestrian control de-
vices,

These pedestrian controls
have been in operation for
some time, but many people
still don't understand their op-
eration.

Sections 21456 and 21456.1
o the California Vehicle Code
set down the regulation for
these pedestrian control de-
vice. As a pedestrian, each
person has traffic responsibil-
ities when he fails to observe
traffic laws, and can be cited
for these violations.

LAST YEAR, three of the
five traffic fatalities in Tor-
rance involved pedestrians. As
part of the walking public,
each pedestrian is asked to do
his part by obeying the city's
traffic laws and helping to
keep the city accident-free.
The CVC sections pertaining
to such controls state.
Walk, Wait, or Don’t Walk
21456. Whenever an official
traffic control signal exhibiting
the words “walk” or “wait" or
“don’t walk” are in place, the
signals shall indicate as fol-
lows:

(a) Walk, A pedestrian facing
the signal may proceed across
the roadway in the direction of
the signal or in a diagonal di-
rection across the roadway
within the intersection if so in-
structed by signs or signals in-
stalled at or near the intersec-
tion.

(b) Wait or Don’t Walk. No
pedestrian shall start to cross
the roadway in the direction of
of such signal, but any pedes-
trien who has partially com-
pleted his crossing on the
“walk” signal shall proceed to
a sidewalk, safety zone or is-
lana while the “wait” or “don’t
walk” signal is showing.

Pedestrian Traffic Control
21456.1. Whenever an offi-
cial traffic control signal ex-
hibiting the words “walk" or
“wait” or “don't walk” is
shown concurrently with offi-
cial traffic control signals ex-
hibiting the words “go,” “cau-
tior” or “stop,” or exhibiting
different colored lights succes-
sively, one at a time or with
arrows, a pedestrian facing
such traffic control signals
shall obey the “walk,” “wait"”

or “don’t walk” control signal
as provided in Section 21456.
